had frequent conversations with 
the statesmen of other countries, 
a meeting between Mr. Mac-

of mutual interest. 

The German Ministers would 
arrive in London on June 5, and 
spend Saturday. and Sunday at 
Chequers.

If we may use, as I think 
we may, the unemployment situa- 
tion as a fair gauge of industrial 
distress, an examination in, some 
detail docs not appear to bear out 
the opinion expressed by Mr. 
Howitt. There are three countries 
whose unemployment figures are 
between 24% and 7 millions; these 
are Great Britain, Germany” and 
the United States of America, and 
the percentage of unemployment to 
population in these three countries 
lies somewhere between ,4 per cent. 
and 7 per cent. 

I have before me the figures of 
the League of Nations relating to 
eleven other countries. In three of 
these—Italy, Australia and. Cze- 
choslovakia—the numbers of un- 
employed are respectively some- 
thing over 00,000, 200,000 and 
150,000, and the percentages of un- 
employed to the population 1.3, 3.1 
and 1.1. In no other case do the 
unemployment figures reach 50,000, 
or does the percentage rise as high 
aa one per cent. of the population. 
I have no statistics of employment 
in the South American States, but 
the League of Nations’ figures ap- 
pear to be fairly representative of 
the rest of the*world, and certain- 
ly do not bear out the general {dea 
that the whole world is suffering 
ap we are. . 


Whole World Below Par, 


The whole world is certainly be- 
low par, but the three great coun- 
tries, Great Britain, Germany and 
the United States of America, are 
plight than any others, and in ‘each 
unquestionably in a far worse 
of these three cases it is possible 
to put one’s finger on materially 
contributing factors. 


_In Germany they are largely 
political, but in any case the pre- 
sent time is the usual peak of 
seasonal unemployment. With re- 
gard to the United States of 
America, her distress is not of 
distant origin; it dates from the 
time of the Wall Stree’ srash, and 
although there are other factors, 
no doubt, at work, this particular 
incident and the gambling which 
led up to it are undoubtedly the 
main cause. 


When we come to Great Britain, 
we should be impressed by the fact 
that for at Jeast ten years, long 
before the United States collapse, 
we were experiencing abnormal 
unemployment, which has been 
getting steadily worse throughout 
the whole period. There can be 
little question but that the difft- 
culties in Germany, the United 
States of America and the rest of 
the world have. contributed to 
make our position stil! more diffi- 
cult, and it must be the case that 
the open market of this country is 
seriously to blame. 


When the goods of foreign coun- 
tries become: difficult to sell, the 
dificulties of selling them in the 
British market are Jess than those 
in other markets; thus are the 
already restricted markets of the 
British manufacturer made more.

AN ANOMALY. 


Cyclist Taxed - More 
Than. Car Owner. 


The motor cycling season may 
now fairly be sald to have com- 
menced, Next week-end will see 
us safely into March, and Easter 
is only five weeks hence. “Because 
we happen to be motor. cyclists, 
however,” says Motor Cycling 
in a leading article in mail 
week,. “we are expected to 
wait until quarter-day (March 
24) before registering our 
machines, or pay a full quarter's 
tax for only three weeks" usage of 
them. : : 

“A man who owns a baby car 
can tax it from now until quarter- 
day for 14s. 8d., but the owner of 
a motorcycle must pay the full 
quarterly rate. Thus the absurd 
position arises that whilst a four 
wheeled four-seater car costs only 
14a, 8d. to license. for the remain- 
ing part of this quarter, the owner 
of a motor-cycle combination, pay- 
ing only half the annual tax paid 
by the car, has to pay £1 2s. 

“At the moment vigorous and 
praiseworthy offorts: are: being 
made in the trade to shorten the 
dead season and.avoid, in some 
measure, the Easter rush by on- 
couraging riders to buy early. The 
movement is one with which - we 
have the fullest sympathy; carly 
buying allows the trade to operate 
more cconomically and thus offer 
still keener prices, and to 
buyers of new .and_ second-hand 
machines alike it affords the op- 
portunity to become thoroughly 
conversant with their motor cycles 
before the Easter holiday.” 


A tremendous impetus would be 
given to the “buy carly” movement 
if there were not that unfair and 
quite unnecessary taxation barrier 
in the way. Whatever his circum- 
stances, every rider resents paying 
three months’ tax for one month's 
usage, Mr. Snowden would find 
that it would pay him handsomely 
to recognize the fact, both in direct 
taxation and in the petrol tax re- 
ceipts.

GUILTY! 


Under the old road laws a 
motorist who was summoned for 
exceeding the speed limit or for 
dangerous driving—to quote two 
common charges—seldom thought 
it worth while to fight tha case, 
whilst even if he were logally re- 
presented he was often advised to 
plead guilty. 

Police evidence which ‘showed 
that over a measured distance his 


.8peed exceeded 20 m.p.h. was 


cnough ‘to secure a conviction in 
the first case, whilst the same 
evidence could be brought to sup- 
port a charge of dangerous driving. 

Now, however, it is different; the 
abolition of the speed limit, says 
The Light Car and Cyclecar, has 
removed a source of evidence 
which admitted of no argument 
and motorists charged with dan- 
gerous or careless driving are ad- 
vised to see not only that they are 
legally represented but that a 
vigorous defence is entered.
